For instance, meat and cheese 
on the decontrolled list of food 
items, while coffee, fresh fruits, 
doughnuts, 
macaroni, 
spaghetti, 
vegetable salads and many other 
items are subject to price con­ 
trol. 
The OPA'* new price control 
board at Washington has—under 
the 
new 
OPA 
act—until 
next 
Wednesday night to decide which 
Items are to remain under con­ 
tro l and which are to be on the 
decontrol list. 
While restaurant meals, gener­ 
ally, are "controlled” and are sup­ 
posed to be sold at the base prices 
charged 
consumers 
during 
the 
April 4-10 period, there is nothing 
In the regulations to prevent a 
restaurant from preparing a "con­ 
trolled” dish, then adding a mor­ 
sel of meat or cheese 
"decontrol­ 
led” Ingredients—thus transform ­ 
e r that particular serving from a 
"controlled price” dish to a "de­ 
controlled price” dish. Naturally, 
the price then can be increased. 
Thus, even without supplying the 
diner with a self-winding fork, a 
restaurant may lawfully serve a 
patron a plate of spaghetti, an 
item on the "controlled” list and— 
by dropping into the spaghetti one 
•mall m eatball—boost the price 
4 
ubstantially because of th** pres- 
nce of the tiny meatball, which 
of course is on the ' decontrolled 
food list. 
Likewise, the price of "control­ 
led” salads and other servings may 
be boosted merely by sprinkling 
them with "decontrolled'' cheese. 
Thus to make sure of paying the 
••controlled” price for spaghetti or 
macaroni 
the 
customer 
would 
have to stipulate "no meat bs Is , 
4.-hile the consumer of salads and 
similar servings could be assured 
of the -controlled” price only by 
insisting upon “no cheese " 
Can the "controlled' pried of a 
plate of spaghetti or macaroni or 
a dish of salad be legally increas- 
ed merely by adding a morse! of 
meat 
or

"Yes”, declared John C. Grant, 
^ r ic e chief at the OPA’a Cincinnati 
d is tric t office which has Jurisdic­ 
tion over Pickaway county. 
Pointing out that the OPA can­ 
not fix ceiling prices on either 
meat or che se until midnight Aug 
21. Grant explained that under pro­ 
visions of Price Control Amend­ 
ment No. 13, which became effec­ 
tive June 13. a restaurant oper­ 
ator may "recalculate” the ceil­ 
ing price of any meal, food item 
beverage" when the major in­ 
gredient is exempt from price con­ 
trol. 
As to what constitutes a "major 
ingredient”, Grant said this has 
been defined by the OPA from the 
standpoint of "weight, volume, or 
cost”. 
He 
asserted that the ceiling 
price on a serving of spaghetti or 
macaroni or salad would be baa- 
m d on whether a "major ingredi­ 
e n t" —as defined by the OPA— 
from the ‘‘decontrolled” food list 
would permit the restaurant to re­ 
calculate the ceiling price. 
Thus, lf a diminutive meatball 
or a trickle of cheese-both "de­ 
controlled”—constitute the “major 
ingredient of the serving from the 
standpoint of “cost' , the restaur- 
gnt can lawfully boost the price 
^ f the serving. The correct way 
% recalculating the price, Grant 
explained, la to multiply the cost 
of the meat or the cheese by two- 
and-one-half. This la the customary

SOMETIMES after a bout of 
tonsillitis an occasional patient 
may observe a swelling of th# 
glands of the neck whieh aaams to 
stay after all other effects of his 
illness are gone. He suffers no dis­ 
comfort and yet this may be the 
beginning of a serious condition 
known as Hodgkin's disease. 
Widely 
tea tiered 
throughout 
the body are nodes or clumpe of 
cells of a very specialised kind of 
tissue called lymphoid. It include* 
such structure* aa the tonsils in 
the throat and the spleen in the 
abdomen. 


LympheM Tisane 
It is this lymphoid tissue that 
Hodgkin’s 
disease 
attacks. 
It 
works slowly, ss a rule, beginning 
usually with the glands in the neck 
and gradually moving from on* 
lymph node group to another. 
Sometimes months and even years 
may pass before the deep internal 
glands art involved. 
Symptoms are varied. They In­ 
clude loss of weight and strength, 
sometimes a slight fever, a akin 
rash with severe itching and other 
symptoms due Sd pressure of the 
enlarged glands on various body 
tissues. Since the cause of the con­ 
dition is not known, there is no 
specific treatment. 
According to Dr*. Hurry Jack­ 
son, Jr. and Frederic Parker, Jr. 
of Boston, there are, however, a 


number of measures which will 
prolong life and lessen the sever­ 
ity of the symptoms, often for a 
long period of time. They point out 
that the earlier the condition is 
diagnosed, the more hopeful the 
outcome. 
Diagnosis Not Hard 
Fortunately, a diagnosis is not 
difficult to make, though in some 
esses, it requires removal of a bit 
of one of th# lymph glands for 
examination under the microscope. 
There should also be a thorough 
physical examination with X*ray 
of the chest. Once the diagnosis is 
sure, treatment should begin at 
once. 
The most valuable measure in 
the treatment at present seems to 
be the use of the X-ray. However, 
the treatment must be suited to 
each individual case. It would 
seem that the best results arc ob­ 
tained when the X-ray treatments 
are given over every part of th* 
body where enlarged glands are 
suspected to be present 
With this type of X-ray treat­ 
ment, it has been found that the 
progress of the disease may be 
halted to a great extent in many 
of those affected with it. 
Other measures of treatment 
which ar# helpful are injections 
of whole blood into a vein when­ 
ever needed to build up the pa­ 
tient's strength, general care and 
surgical removal of the enlarged 
glands in some cases.

Is the sixth and one of the short­ 
est of the commandments. 
There has been so much killing 
in the last few years, even the 
children must have heard of it. 
although we hope they havent 
heard of the many horrors with 
which older people 
have 
been 
shocked. Children get angry, but 
with most of them it is short­ 
lived anger—over in a moment, 
and they are playing together 
again with everything forgotten. 
It is only adults w ho cherish their 
anger and “won t apeak” to each 
other ma>be for years. 
, There are many ways in which 
people kill each other today. Not 
only in war, hut In fierce anger at 
fancied wrings, or real ones. By 
being careless in driving auto­ 
mobiles; by persuading others to 
drink until they do not know 
what they are doing and commit 
crimes, even murder. By careless 
handling of dangerous weapons 
and leaving them where children 
can reach them. Everyone should 
impress this commandment on his 
mind. 
There are many temptations to 
crime, even while we are being 
assured it “does not pay” and 
ends in dire punishment At the 
beginning of the Book of Prov­ 
erbs warnings are given against 
the causes that may lead to crime 
and passible murder. 
“My son, if sinners entice thee, 
consent thou not. . . . For their 
feet run to evil, and make haste 
to shed blood.” And the warning 
follows that these sinners are 
really destroying their own lives 
when they plot crimea against 
others. 
Isaiah’s Warning 
Isaiah added his warning in his 
own beautiful language: "Behold

that it cannot save; neither bu I writing to the Ephesians, said, 
ear heavy, that it cannot hear: 
Let all bitterness, and wrath.
